This legidation terminates and re-creates the Federal Law Enforcement Trust Fund, effective
upon becoming alaw. The Federal Law Enforcement Trust Fund, FLAIR #71-2-719, is
administered by the Department of Law Enforcement. This fund was created by Chapter 98-387.

Il. Present Situation:
Revenues received from federal forfeiture and asset-sharing programs are deposited into the
Federal Law Enforcement Trust Fund. Proceeds provide funding to pay operating expenses of
the agency. Recelpts are exempt from the general revenue service charge.

This bill terminates and re-creates the trust fund in order to synchronize its review with other
trust funds of the system.
